Oklahoma City. Nov. 28.—A snow 


storm that was general to the lipper 
Mississippi valley struck Oklahoma 
City about noon Monday, accompanied 
with a sixty-mile wind. 
Only three 
inches of snow' was recorded at the 
government weather station, but re­ 
ports from the,north and west shdlv 
that the fail was much heavier in Kau 
sas, western Oklahoma and the Texas 
Panhandle. The mercury dropped tc 
28 degrees above and is due for a 
further drop to between lo and 20, 
according to the barometer. 
No indications of a let-up of the 
cold weather was seen on the gov­ 
ernment chart, but the wind had died 
down to about twenty-four miles an 
hour, and is expected to disappear bv 
Tuesday night. But as it dies away, 
the forecast is that it will get colder 
and colder. Pp to 'Monday night the 
snow had been mostly confined to the 
upjver Mississippi valley, but it ap­ 
parently is sweeping down towards 
the south. From present indications 
there will be no mort' snow or rain 
here for the time being. 
Just how much snow* had fallen in 
Kansas, western Oklahoma and the 
Texas Panhandle could not be. ascer­ 
tained, but there is no doubt but tha 
v is a gre.it deal heavier than here 
Cold weather rules all over this sec­ 
tion of the country, ranging from i 
degrees above in the far north to 35 
in the south. The temperature is cold 
but not exceptionally so for this time 
of the year. 
The Santa Fe has been in service in 
Oklahoma 
upwards 
of 
twenty-five 
years, but last night was the first 
time it ever found it necessary to run 
a snow' plow through the state dur­ 
ing the month of November. Railroad 
officials state that 5,000 extra engine 
men did duty last night, keeping up a 
ful' head of steam i nthe engines that 
will be sent out today to draw belated 
fright and passenger trains over the 
snow-covered plains of central and 
north Oklahoma.
